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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant has provided new method of making claims that have substantial changes in 
scope over the previously considered claims. Independent claims 20 and 3 1 differ from the 
previous considered independent claims 1, 8 and 19 in a number of ways. Claims 20 and 31 
differ from claim 1 in not being drawn to the sensor itself, but instead to the method of making 
the sensor. A change from an apparatus claim to a method of making claim is a clear change in 
scope and would require further consideration. Although the examiner has previously 
considered method of making claims (i.e. claims 8 and 19), new claims 20 and 31 have scope 
changes over the previously considered claims 8 and 19. The examiner offers the following 
example of one of the many differences. Claims 20 and 3 1 only require a single electrode in 
contrast to claims 8 and 19, which have always required at least two electrodes. The absence of 
a second electrode is a clear change in scope of the claims and would require further 
consideration.
